Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion Announces Schedules 


Following Action by Con- 
gress. 


3 CENT SUBSIDY 
FOR NEXT YEAR 


This Will Apply to Pro- 
ducers Who Agree to 
Acreage Control—$130,- 
000,000 Available. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—Com- 


modity Credit Corporation officials 
announced today the Government 
would make loans of 9 cents a 
pound on this year’s cotton crop. 
They also announced plans to pay 


a subsidy not exceediny 3 cents a 
pound to producers complying with 
next year’s production control pro- 
gram. 

The subsidy, it was announced, 
will be paid on only 65 per cent of 
this year’s basic acreage. It will 
be paid next year after the growers 
have complied with the control pro- 
gram. 

Loans, the Commodity Credit 
Corporation said, will be 9 cents a 
pound on cotton classing seven- 
eighths inch middling cotton, or bet- 
ter: 8 cents on thirteen-sixteenths 
inch staple and middling or better 
in grade; seven and three-quarters 
cents on seven-eighths inch staple 
of less than middling grade. 

Requirements for Loan. 

No loan, the corporation said, 
will be made on seven-eighths inch 
cotton or better which is of a grade 
not deliverable on contract under 
regulations of the New York and 
New Orleans cotton exchanges. No 
loan will be made on thirteen-six- 
teenths inch cotton under middling 
grade. 

The loans will bear interest at 
the rate of 4 per cent and will ma- 
ture on July 31, 1938. To be eligible 
for loans cotton must be stored in 
warehouses approved by the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation. The 
loans will be available as soon as 
the necessary arrangements can 
be completed, but not later than 
Sept. 15. 

A condition of each loan is that 
the producer-borrow must agree to 
participate in and comply with the 
1938 adjustment program. 

The R F C has authorized a 
loan of $150,000,000 to the_corpora- 
tion for the cotton loan program. 

Action Follows Agreement. 

Today’s action was a result of a 
hurried agreement during the late 
days of Congress between the 
White House and Senate and House 
leaders. This provided that presi- 
dential approval for the cotton loan 
program would be followed by ac- 
tion on crop. control legislation 
when Congress reconvenes either in 
special or regular session. 

Congress in the closing days of 
the last session authorized the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture to use up 
to $130,000,000 for a cotton price 
adjustment payment program on 
the 1937 crop. 

If subsidy payments on the 65 
per cent basis do not use up the 
entire $130,000,000 fund the base 
will be raised to a higher percen- 
tage and additional payments 
made on the basis of the new fig- 
ure. 

The amount of the individual 
payment swill depend on the level 
of the cotton prices at the time 
the producer sells. ° 

On proof of compliance with the 
yet to be enacted 1938 agricultural 
program cotton producers who sell 
prior to July 1, 1938, will be paid 
the difference between 12 cents a 
pound and the average price of 
seven-eighths inch middling on the 
10 spot markets on the day of sale. 
In no event, however, wil] the sub- 
sidy exceed 3 cents a pound. 


FRANCO CONSIDERS EXPULSION 
OF FRENCH FROM SPAIN 


Retaliation Contemplated for 
France’s Action in Expelling In- 
surgents Along Basque Coast.

SAINT JEAN-DE-LUZ, France, 
Aug. 30.—Spanish insurgent sources 
said today all French residents had 
been warned to be ready to leave 
insurgent Spanish territory on 24 
hours’ notice. 

Insurgent Generalissimo Fran- 
cisco Franco was reported to be 
considering the expulsion of all 
Frenchmen in_ retaliation for 
France’s action in ousting a group 
of Spanish insurgents living along 
the French Basque coast.

Formal Complaint Against

vestigation. 


Who flogged Matthew A. Mc- 
Loughlin, secreiary-treasurer of the 
International Association of Clean- 


ers and Dye House Workers Local 
No. 20, puncturing his left ear 
drum, loosening front teeth and 
inflicting bruises on his head, back, 
abdomen and arms which now con- 
fine him in Jewish Hospital? 

Edward F. Pahl, proprietor of a 
chain of cleaning shops, which Mc- 
Loughlin’s union has been trying 
to unionize, came forward today 
glorying in a statement to reporters 
that he had flogged McLoughlin 
last Thursday afternoon in a fight 
behind one of his shops at 1430 
North Taylor avenue. 

McLoughlin and his attorney, 
Morris J. Levin, denied the truth 
of Pahl’s statement and repeated 
that MeLoughlin had been beaten 
by two detectives at police head- 
quarters last Thursday night while 
being questioned in an investigation 
of window smashing at the Pahl 
cleaning plants, 

Levin said McLoughlin was at 
the union’s headquarters, 4114A 
Easton avenue, at the time that 
Pahl says he was flogging Mc- 
Loughlin, and that a number of 
union members saw him there. 


Policemen Deny Charges. 


The policemen who questioned 
McLoughlin at Police Headquarters 
have denied that they mistreated 
him. 

Levin's detailed tormal compiefnt, 
filed with the Board of Police Com- 
missioners today vn the promise of 
its president, Maj. Albert Bond 
Lambert, to investigate if such a 
complaint was made, was supple- 
mented by a demand from the St. 
Louis Civil Liberties Committee for 
a public investigation by the Police 
Board with witnesses under oath. 

Pahl told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er his fight with McLoughlin oc- 
curred at 5:15 p. m. when he over- 
heard McLoughlin attempting to in- 
timidate one of his employes for 
refusing to join the union. The 
time he fixed, was about’ three 
hours before McLoughlin and other 
union officers were taken into cus- 
tody by the police for questioning. 

The cleaning shop proprietor re- 
lated that he knocked McLoughlin 
down when the latter reached into 
his car as if for a weapon. After 
beating McLoughlin with his fists, 
Pahl said, he struck the union of- 
ficer “15 or 25 times” with a sec- 
tion of tree branch about three feet 
long. Although, he said, he was 
certain that one or two of the blows 
fell on McLoughlin’s head, Mc- 
Loughlin was able to get in his car 
and drive away. 


Says Man Begged for Mercy. 

Pahl recited that McLoughlin 
begged for mercy and the fight was 
witnessed by a number of persons 
in the alley, but they did not inter- 
fere. He was unable to give the 
names of any witnesses except his 
employe, Forrest Anton, a watch- 
man. 

Because he did not want to be 
arrested, Pahl said, he did not re- 
port the fight to police. However, 
when he read Saturday of Mc- 
Loughlin’s charges against the po- 
lice, Pahl said he _ telephoned a 
newspaper reporter, who went to 
his home yesterday and heard his 
story. 

McLoughlin tn his version related 
that he was separated from his fel- 
low union officers at Police Head- 
quarters Thursday .iight and taken 
in charge by three detectives, one 
of whom he knew as “Sergt. Mor- 
rison.” Two of the detectives, he 
charged, struck him with their fists 
when he refused to talk about the 
window-smashing. He said the two 
detectiyes then too.. him to another 
room and with Morrison not pres- 
ent beat him with rubber hoses and 
paddles and when he fell to the 
floor they kicked him. 

Lieut. Emmet Morrison, ranking 
officer of the four who signed the 
report of the investigation, assert- 
ed no “hand was laid on” Mc- 
Loughlin. 

The other detectives named in 
the report as assisting in the in- 
vestigation are Fred Windmoeller, 
Lyman Price and William Dunman. 
Their report did not mention any 
injuries such as McLoughlin would 
have had had he been beaten a few 
hours earlier by Pahl.

SHANGHAI, Aug. 30.—Two wom- 
en and seven men were beheaded 
publicly yesterday in the Nantao 
quarter by Chinese military authori- 
ties as a warning to China’s ene- 
mies among its own people. 

These include traitors, spies, 
looters, incendiarists, rumor mon- 
gers and those who harbor traitors, 
poison water sources, secrete mu- 
nitions or signal the_ Japanese 


The heads were promptly placed 
on picket fences. 

Money traitors have been  be- 
headed or imprisoned, Chinese of- 
ficials said, and others are being 
trailed in a counter-espionage cam- 
paign of nation-wide scope. 

A Central Government spokes- 
man declared the head of the most 
important organized spy ring was 
Huan Tsing, a secretary in the Ex- 
ecutive Yuan, one of the highest 
councils of the Nanking Govern- 
ment. He has been beheaded. 

Tsing’s post, they said, gave him 
access to secret military informa- 
tion of great value to the Japanese. 
According to an official statement 
issued after his execution, Tsing 
was bribed by a Japanese official, 
described locally as a Diplomat 
now in the United States. 

A cafe head waiter was decapi- 
tated after being found guilty of 
employing sing-song girls to lure 
Chinese officials and commanders 
into disclosing secret information. 
Others were convicted of inform- 
ing the Japanese of Chinese army 
movementa in return for the privi- 
lege of looting captured towns.

Father Says It Was Accidental; 
Boy in Dying Statement, Said

old, retired U. S. Army officer, was 
held for investigation today as a 
result of the fatal shooting of his 
16-year-old son,

said Donald E. Page in a dying 
statement said his father shot him 
after an argument over a medal. 

Captain Page insisted the shoot- 
ing was accidental and occurred 
as he was demonstrating an army 
pistol. 

Deputy District Attorney Arthur 
Sherry said the captain’s 8l-year- 
old mother, Mrs. Julia Page, sub- 
stantiated the boy’s story. 

Sherry quoted Mrs. Page as say- 
ing her son and the boy quarreled 
because Captain Page gave a med- 
al, originally belonging to the boy’s 
mother, to some children.

SHANGHAI, Aug. 30.—Bombs 
from a Chinese warplane struck 
the United States Dollar Line ship, 
President Hoover, today, 20 miles 
off the China coast, wounding 
seven members of the crew. 

The Chinese National Government 
accepted full responsibility for the 
accidental bombing. 

“The incident was a most re- 
grettable, unfortunate mistake by 
a ChineSe pilot,” the Chinese For- 
eign Office announced. “The Gov- 
ernment is willing to make full re- 
dress.” 

Authorities said the Chinese pilot 
had bombed the Hoover by mis- 


~ he 
Japanese. troop transport. 
Japanese warships were nearby 
at the time. 


Emergency Operation Performed. 
Three passengers suffered shell 
shock. An emergency operation 
was performed to save the life of 
the most seriously injured seaman. 
Dollar Line officials immediately 
canceled plans for further evacua- 
tion of Americans from Shanghai. 
The Hoover was hurrying to 
Shanghai to pick up 350 Americans 
who had booked passage for Ma- 
nila, 
On board at the time were 257 
passengers and crew of 320. 


The bombs tore gaps in the 


Hoover’s hull in 25 places but she 
came about and proceeded under 
her won power. 

The British warship Cumberland 
rushed to the side of the 21,900- 
ton Hoover. 

From Captain George Yardley of 
the Dollar liner it was learned that 
one of the bombs hit the boat deck 
of the Hoover on the port side, 
near the aft funnel. The damage 
went unestimated for the time be- 
ing. 

Liners Ordered to Kobe. 

The liner, one of the ships which 
have been evacuating hundreds of 
Americans from Shanghai, 
about 50 | 
Whangpoo, this city’s harbor wa- 
terway. | 

United States Consul General 
Clarence E. Gauss immediately re- 
ported the incident to Ambassador 
Nelson T. Johnson at Nanking. 
Johnson rushed to the Chinese 
Government to call official atten- 
tion to it.

Some of the auditors employed in 
the State’s effort to collect delin- 
quent sales taxes from Missouri 
retail establishments are averaging 
$500 a week, G. H. Bates, sales tax 
supervisor, said today. 

A crew of 12 men began an audit 
of retail establishments in Kansas 
City today, Bates said. Twenty men 
are at work in St. Louis and eight 
in Jefferson City. 

Bates said his efforts in the next 
two weeks would be directed to- 
ward getting the meta] sales tax 
tokens into circulation to replace 
the cardboard tokens. 

Thirty judgments totaling $700 
for sales taxes were obtained 
against St. Joseph merchants Fri- 
day. Forty other cases there were 
continued to Oct. 1. 

Walter L. Hadley, in charge of 
the Kansas City collection office, 
said he believed $500,000 in delin- 
quent taxes would be found there. 
The sales tax law imposes a 3 per 
cent additional levy for each month 
the tax is delinquent, a 10 per cenit 
penalty on the amount of an estab- 
lishment’s delinquency, and a 25 per 
cent penalty for evasion of the tax.

shek’s 500,000 men in Kiangsu 
province. 
Kiangwan is the seat of govern- 
ment for the Chinese areas grouped 
into Greater Shanghai by the Na- 
tionalist Government. As such it 
is second only to Nanking in civic 
importance. 
Several aerial bombs struck the 
Kiangwan Race Club. Japanese 
naval guns also bombarded Chinese 
troop concentrations at Kiangwan 
and Japanese planes dropped 
bombs on Miaohong, farther north, 
Large areas were set afire.

Shell Falls in Settlement. 

A large shell, ed to have 
been fired by a ese gun, ex- 
ploded in Japanese lines in northe 
ern Shanghai, close to the Inter- 
national Settlement. Many were 
killed, and a wide area was in 
flames. 

Japanese aviators refrained from 
additional bombardment of the old 
Chinese city, but army spokesmen 
said the crowded Nantao quarter 
would be bombed again if the 
Shanghai-Hangchow railway were 
used for troop movements. Hun- 
dreds were killed in Nantao Satur- 
day by Japanese bombs. 

The barrier which Chinese re- 
cently stretched across the Whang- 
poo River opposite the French con- 
cession with scuttled Japanese 
steamships was expected to play 
a vital part in the conflict. It pre- 
vents Japanese warships from op- 
erating in areas south of Shanghai, 

Throughout the day parts of 
Shanghai, the Chapei, Hongkew 
and Pootung districts were sub- 
jected to sporadic shelling. The 
populace was thrown into new 
terror, but the bombardments 
failed to gain decisive military re- 
sults. 

At Louza police station in the 
International Settlement, 180 Chi- 
nese incorrigible children recently 
transferred from the Ward Road 
Prison, demanded freedom.

Note Demands Apology for 
Wounding of Ambassa- 
dor But Gives No Hint 
of Reprisals. 


CONDEMNS ATTACKS 

ON NON-COMBATANTS 

Indications Are Tension 
Will Be Relieved Unless 
Tokio Adopts Provoca- 
tive Attitude.

LONDON, Aug. 30.—It was ex- 
pected here today that Japan would 
apologize for the machine-gun 
wounding of Sir Hughe Montgom- 
ery Knatchbull-Hugessen, Ambas- 
gador to China. Although a pro- 
test made public last night, after 
its delivery in Tokio, was firmly 


worded, it was regarded as mod- 
erate and’there were strong indica- 


» tions the tension would ease unless 


Japan adopted a most provocative 
attitude. 

London demanded satisfaction 

for the international incident cre- 
ated by a Japanese flyer when 
he fired on the envoy’s automobile 
last Thursday as Knatchbull-Hu- 
gessen was traveling from Nanking 
to Shanghai. An accompanying 
plane dropped a bomb near the 
car, which was flying the British 
flag. 
A nickel-steel bullet struck 
Knatchbull-Hugessen in the abdo- 
men, and -razed the spine, the 
British note says, recounting the 
details of the attack as they had 
been reported to London. The Am- 
bassador is in a Shanghai hospital, 
his condition indicating he will re- 
cover. 


Not Belligerent. 


Despite its emphatic nature, the 
note indicates Britain does not plan 
to pursue any belligerent course 
should the Japanese hedge on the 
apology and other redress de- 
manded. : 

Besides a “formal apoiogy to be 
- conveyed by the Japanese Govern- 
ment to His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment,” the note demands “suitable 
punishment for those responsible 
for the attack” and “assurance by 
the Japanese authorities that nec- 
essary measures will be taken to 
prevent recurrence of events of 
such a character.” 

It was considered here that these 
_ three demands could be fulfilled by 

Japan without national humiliation. 

The protest contained no hint of 
reprisals and it was understood 
that Britain had not decided on any 
' further action should Tapan fail to 
meet the requests. 

The possibility that Britain might 
suspend diplomatic relations with 
Japan was not altogether removed, 
but seemed remote. 

In demanding suitable punish- 
ment for those responsible for the 
attack, it was understood Britain 
- expects them to be brought to trial 
before a courtmartial and to re- 
ceivé some punishment, but no at- 
tempt was made to prescribe it. 

“Illegal, Inhuman.” 

Britain’s note says “the wider 
significance” of the attack lies in 
the fact that it was against non- 
combatants. 

“His Majesty’s Government feel 
they must take this opportunity to 
emphasize the wider significance 
of this eyent,” it says. “It is an 
outstanding example of results to 
be expected from indiscriminate at- 
tack from the air. 

“Such events are inseparable from 
the practice, as illegal as it is in- 
human, of failing to draw that clear 
distinction between combatants and 
non-combatants in the conduct of 
hostilities which international law, 
no less than the conscience of man- 
kind, has always enjoined. 

“The fact that in the present 
case no actual state of war had 
been declared >r expressly recog- 
nized by either party to exist em- 
phasizes the inexcusable nature of 
what has occurred.” 

The British press in general 
praised the note, saying it was firm 
enough without being too bellicose. 
The London Times commented: 
“Though the country has. been 
shocked the Government will not 
allow themselves to be turned from 
the mediation policy they have fol- 
lowed. Without abandoning any of 
their rights they will continue to 
work for a peaceful end to the 
horrors of the moment.”

U. S. Marines Sailing for Duty in Shanghai 


British Ambassador to China by 
Japanese aviators shared the at- 
tention of Japanese Foreign Office 
officials today with the newly 
signed non-aggression treaty be- 
tween China and Russia. 

Contents of the British note 
were disclosed by an unofficial 
spokesman who declined to com- 
ment on them until a reply is sent 
to London. 

The British protest was delivered 
yesterday to Foreign Mifister Koki 
Hirota by James L. Dodds, the Brit- 
ish charge d’affaires. No reply 
was expected immediately. 

Officials indicated Hirota ex- 
pressed sympathy for the wounded 
ambassador in his talk with Dodds 
but pointed out that both British 
and Japanese officials still were 
conducting investigations at Shang- 
hai. 

The spokesman was more voluble 
on the Chinese-Russia agreement, 
asserting that Russia was making 
China “the tool of her interests in 
East Asia.” He said the treaty 
showed that “China is finally 
adopting Communism and opposi- 
tion to Japan as a national policy.” 

Tokio newspapers viewed the 
treaty as an effort to offset the 
Japanese-German anti-Communist 
agreement by cementing Chinese- 
Russian friendship in the Far 
East. 

One newspaper said behind the 
pact “are secret provisions tan- 
tamount to an offensive-defensive 
alliance,” and that it is “inevitable 
therefore that Soviet-Japanese 
relations would be exposed to more 
friction.” 

The influential newspaper Asahi 
declared the pact was “another 
sign of international grouping to 
which the utmost importance 
should be attached.” 

The Foreign Office spokesman 
issued a statement concerning Ja- 
pan’s announced blockade of the 
Chinese coast, saying that “Japan, 
desiring a speedy settlement of the 
affair, does not desire to see a 
supply of munitions to China being 
kept up by third powers which 
would be bound to prolong and in- 
tensify the hostilities. 

“Japan confidently hopes in the 
interest of the peace of East Asia 
that third powers will not attempt 
to pour fuel on the flames. 

“The manner for dealing with 
‘unpeaceful commerce’ may vary 
according to individual cases but 
the peaceful trade of third powers 
will be respected fully,” he said, 
adding that no Chinese vessels 
could be considered@ as having 
“bona fide” rights of engaging in 
commerce.

When 75 Unionists Mill

Concentration of about 75 pickets 
this morning at Real Cleaners, Inc., 
4546 Gravois avenue, resulted in the 
arrest of nine women and a man, 
booked for general peace disturb- 
ance by mass picketing.

The 
pickets were union members at 
other cleaning establishments.

Charles Zimmy Running Risk of 
Pneumonia After Reaching New 
York From Albany. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 30.—Although 
he had been reported a few hours 
earlier to be in “very serious con- 
dition” as a result of swimming 
145 miles from Albany to New 
York in 147 hours, 37 minutes, 
Charles Zimmy, 43-year-old legless 
swimmer, refused to stay in a hos- 
pital today and left when friends 
called for him.

According to witnesses, the 
wrestling match was “just a friend- 
ly fight.” But Arnold Richardson, 
uncle of Lillian, who later admitted 
the shooting to Sheriff A. A. Bayles 
of St. Francois County, said he shot 
because he “thought Clark was get- 
ting the better of Kenneth.” Earlier 
in the day, while he was drinking 
with Kenneth Richardson, he had 
put his revolver in his pocket, say- 
ing: “If Clark gets smart with me 
I'll plug him.” 

Frequent Visitor at Girl’s Home. 

Clark, who was 29 years old and 
a former private in the army, and 
Miss Richardson, 15 years old, had 
been friends for apout three years. 
She lives at 4220 Evans avenue with 
her mother, Mrs. Virgil Richard- 
son, and formerly was employed as 
a waitress. During the summer, 
she and Clark used to drive almost 
every week-end to her father’s 
home, which is on a farm near 
French Village. 

Arnold Richardson’s house is on 
the same farm. It was there that 
he and Kenneth Richardson were 
drinking during the afternoon. 
Arnold Richardson, who is 37 years 
old, had told his niece several times 
that he thought she was too young 
to be going out with a man of 
Clark’s age. Lillian’s parents are 
separated. 


Girl’s Story of Shooting. 

Describing the shooting to a re- 
porter today, Lillian Richardson 
said that when her brother and 
uncle came back from drinking her 
uncle showed his revolver to Clark 
and said: “If anybody fools with 
me I'll shoot him.” Clark looked 
at the revolver and handed it back 
to Richardson. 

“Then Kenneth, Edgar, and I,” 
Miss Richardson said, “got in Ed- 
gar’s car. The boys began to push 
each other around and soon they 
were on the ground wrestling. Ed- 
gar had been knocked down twice 
and Kenneth once and they were 
just getting up to shake hands 
when my uncle suddenly came up 
from behind. Before anybody could 
stop him he had shot Edgar.” 

Arrested several hours after the 
shooting, Arnold Richardson was 
taken to jail at Farmington. A 
Coroner’s jury yesterday returned 
a verdict of death “at the hands of 
Arnold Richardson without cause.” 

Clark was a private in the regu- 
lar army for nine years, being sta- 
tioned at Jefferson Barracks and 
in Honolulu. He had been em- 
ployed at the garage since April, 
1936. Besides his parents he is sur- 
vived by a brother, Milton A. Clark. 
Funeral services will be held 
Wednesday at 2 p. m, at Giddings 
Presbyterian Church, 4100 Wash- 
ington boulevard. Burial will be 
in Valhalla Cemetery.

After writing an identifying note, 
Harry W. Sherman, an insurance 
agent who was chief deputy under 
former Circuit Clerk John Schmoll, 
killed himself by piping carbon 
monoxide into his car through & 
garden hose early this morning.

Sherman, 47 years old, left his 
home at 4510A Clarence avenue, last 
night after telling his mother-in-law. 
he was going to call for his wife

Physicians estimated he had been 
dead about two hours when 4 
passerby saw the body slumped in 
the car and called police. A section 
of garden hose had been run from 
the exhaust outlet through a back 
window of the automobile. The 
motor was not running when the 
body was found.

FACTIONAL FIGHT 
BREAKS OUT AGAIN 


Cries of ‘“‘Autocracy” Dur- 
ing Row Over Eight Flint 
Delegates—Toledo Gets 
1939 Meeting.

MILWAUKEE, Aug. 30.—The 
United Automobile Workers of 
America, with President Homer 
Martin in control after a factional 
fight, last night ended their con- 
vention. Principal business accom- 
plished by the 1000 delegates was 
to set the union’s course toward or- 
ganizing Ford Motor. Co. warkers. 

Climaxing a week of cautusing, 
parliamentary contests and dem- 
onstrations, Martin’s “progressive” 
forces were conceded the balance 
of power on the important execu- 
tive board. Fifteen Progressive 
adherents were in the majority on 
the board against eight members of 
the “Unity” faction, led by Wynd- 
ham Mortimer and Ed Hall, with 
the last seat still in doubt. Martin 
controlled the old board, 10 to 2. 

Selection of Toledo, O., as the 
1939 convention city and the rush 
to adjournment followed a day dur- 
ing which the delegates fought 
over seating of eight Flint (Mich.) 
representatives, whose seven board 
members were the center of the 
contest for balance of power. 

Differences between the align- 
ments had stalemated convention 
business earlier’ last week, but the 
arrival of John L. Lewis, leader of 
the Committee for Industrial Or- 
ganization, as peacemaker had re- 
sulted in a compromise slate of of- 
ficers which combined the opposing 
candidacies. Martin headed both 
slates. 

The compromise, which also in- 
creased the executive board from 
12 to 17 members, plus the officers, 
making a total of 24, and the chal- 
lenge from Lewis to Ford appar- 
ently had healed the breach. The 
convention unanimously voted 
$400,000 to finance the drive against 
Ford, authorizing a $l-a-member 


- assessment. 


Fight Flares Up Again. 

The storm broke anew, however, 
and fiery debate continued. for 
hours over the fate of the eight 
to 
seats had been challenged earlier 
in,the convention. Adoption, by 
voice vote, of the report of ‘the 
Credentials Committee that the 


eight disputed votes be pro-rated 
among the original 15 delegates 


sent from the Flint local brought 
demands for a roll call. 

Unity supporters, making a deaf- 
ening noise by beating tables and 
chairs with sticks taken from 


union standards, halted efforts to 
proceed with business. Cries of 
_“railroad” and 


“autocracy” rang 
out. Only the repeated pleas of 
both Unity and Progressive leaders 
for harmony succeeded in calming 
the uproar and permitting the con- 
vention to complete its business. 
Constitution Revised. 

Delegates also completed action 
on revision of the international’s 
constitution, adopted a_ resolution 
supporting independent labor’s po- 
litical action and renewed an at- 
tack on William Green, American 
Federation of Labor president. 

The convention voted to retain 
constitutional provisions that ofa 
unions voting strikes obtain the 
executive board’s approval before 
walking out, and that in cases of 
emergency the president may au- 
thorize the strike pending the 
board’s consideration. 

Martin also was granted power to 
suspend officers for cause, but in 
such cases the officers are to have 
a hearing before the executive com- 
mittee. -The latter’s decision is to 
be final.

Nollen parked the 
automobile near the Denison post- 
office. He went to meet some men 
friends, leaving Mrs. Nollen with 
the children. 

When he returned to the place he 
had parked his automobile, at about 
11 p. m., it was gone. Supposing 
that his wife had driven the chil- 
dren home, he went to the home of 
friends, Mr. and Mrs. John Schiie, 
and asked them to drive him home. 


When Nollen and the Schiies 
reached the farm gate, they heard 
an automobile motor running. 

They discovered a washing ma- 
chine hose attached to the exhaust 
pipe of the Nollen car, running into 
a bedroom window of the farm 
home, 

Mrs. Nollen body was found lying 
on a bed in that room, her 2-year- 
old daughter clasped in her arms. 
One other child was lying on the 
floor beside the bed, and the other 
four were lying on the living room 
floor.

HYDE PARK, N. Y., Aug. 30.— 
President Roosevelt announced yes- 
terday the signing of 15 more bills, 


including measures atmed at both 
floods and drouths. He also vetoed 
two more minor proposals passed 
in the closing days of Congress. 

Besides signing into law the 1937 
flood control bill authorizing $34,- 
177,000 of new projects. mostly in 
the Ohio Valley, he approved a 
Senate measure to promote water 
conservation, and proper land use 
projects in the dry regions of the 
West, under a program to be formu- 
lated by the Department of Agricul- 
ture. 

One of his vetoes rejected a bill 
which would have appropriated 
$294,852 out of the Treasury for di- 
vision among various veterans’ or- 
ganizations for use in aiding desti- 
tude or unemployed veterans and 
their dependents. He said: 

“I find myself unable to agree 
with the present proposal to pro- 
vide, out of the general fund of the 
Treasury, for the donation to pri- 
vate agencies of funds to which 
they have no claim, and to the ex- 
penditure of which the usual gov- 
ernmental safeguards would not 
apply.” 

He also withheld approval of a 
Senate bill authorizing a $30,000 ap- 
propriation for co-operating with a 
public school board of Kootenai 
County, Idaho, to build an addi- 
tional school at Worley, Idaho. He 
said the bill, designed primarily to 
provide a classroom space for In- 
dian children, made no provision 
for reimbursing the Government

Labor Board Hearing on Wierton 
Co. in Third Week. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW CUMBERLAND, W. Va., 
Aug. 30.—The National Labor Re- 
lations Board hearing on charges 
against the Wierton Steel Co. en- 
tered its third week today. 

C. D. Beagle, mill worker and 
part-time minister, returned to the 
witness stand. Last week he de- 
fended the employe representation 
at the Wierton plant, which has 
been attacked by the Steel Work- 
ers’ Organizing Committee as hos- 
tile to union workers. 

“After joining the Amalgamated 
(Amalgamated Association of Iron, 
Steel & Tin Workers) and paying 
dues, I lost three weeks’ work in 
a strike I didn’t vote for, didn’t 
know why it was called or when it 
was to be called,” he testified to- 
day. 

The union, which is now being ex- 
panded by the S W O C, called the 
strike, in 1933, in an unsuccessful 
attempt to obtain union recogni- 
tion.

NEW YORK, Aug. 30.—Investi- 
gators turned to Kansas City today 
for a possible solution of the mur- 
der of Max (One Eye) Gordon’s 
widow, whose body was thrown in- 
to the East River’s Hell Gate early 
Friday. Detective Thomas Coote 
was On Way by airplane to investi- 
gate Mrs. Gordon's visit to Kan- 
sas City a short time after her 
husband, notorious figure among 
narcotic peddlers, was killed in an 
automobile wreck in Texas. Offi- 
cers here termed her death “an 
underworld killing for money.” 

Lieut. John Anderson, acting 
chief of the Queen's homicide 
wife was killed because she tried 
the narcotics racket or attempted 
to “cash in” on information she 
possessed. 

Esther Gordon was stabbed with 
an ice pick, shot through the head, 
wrapped in two tablescloths of the 
kind commonly used in cheap night 
clubs, placed in a barrel and tossed 
down the river bank. 

Inspector John J. Ryan said 
that although Mrs. Gordon had not 
lived regularly with her husband, 
whose title of “One Eye” came 
from the loss of an eye shot out 
by St. Louis gangsters years ago, 
she had lived well on money sup- 
plied by him. 

Her trip to Kansas City, taken 
after she returned her husband’s 
body to New York from Texas 
for burial, was made, said Ryan, to 
‘collect money from narcotic ped- 
|dlers associated with Gordon. : But 
she failed to collect, she said, and 
returned to New York to start a 
new quest for funds which ulti- 
mately ended in her death. Ryan 
said Detective Coote would check 
midwestern connections of a nar- 
cotics ring of which Gordon had 
long been a member.

FORUM ON MOVIES 
AT WILLIAMSTOWN 


Speaker Says Producers Think 
Too Little of Pictures’ 
Effect on Audiences. 


By the Associated Press. 
WILLIAMSTOWN, Mass., Aug. 


30.—A forum on the motion picture 
opened the week’s program of the 
Institute of Human Relations here 
today. The general topic of the 
conference is “Public Opinion in a 
Democracy.” 

Fred Eastman of Chicago The- 
ological Seminary called on the 
movie industry “to become the ally 
and not the enemy of the school 
and church in developing the cul- 
ture of America and the world.” 
In an address prepared for deliv- 
ery, he said the men controlling the 
industry “had, until recently, too 
little regard for the effect of their 
pictures upon the minds and char- 
acter of the people who saw them, 
and too little sense of responsibil- 
ity for protecting America’s good 
name abroad.” 

Eastman offered four sugges- 
tions: More careful selection on the

part of the movie-goer, community 
education in movie appreciation, 
elimination of the block-booking 
system and authority for the State 
Department to prevent the expor- 
tation of pictures which give “false 
impressions” of American life. 

“We want to see the production 
of pictures remotivated,” he said, 
“so we may have fewer and better 
films, pictures that interpret life, 
and do not simply escape from it, 
pictures that tell the truth about 
war and dictators and do not bow 
the knee to Hitler and Mussolini 
in order to have a sale in Germany 
and Italy.” 

Dr. Edgar Dale of the Bureau 
of Educational Research of Ohio 
University, criticised the portrayal 
of what he called racial and voca- 
tional] stereotypes in the movies.

Rise in Total, but Drop in Vehicular 
Mile Ratio.

CHICAGO, Aug. 30.—A total of 
3420 persons lost their lives on 
streets and highways during July, 
the National Safety Council report- 
ed today. 

The deaths—160 more than in the 
corresponding month last year—in- 
creased the traffic toll 5 per cent 
fo. the month and 12 per cent for 
the seven-month period. The gain, 
however, was counterbalanced, the 
council’s statisticians said, by a 12 
per cent increase in the month’s 
motor mileage, The increased mile- 
age reduced fatalities per 100,000,-

VON CRAMM AND 
HENKEL WIN U.S, 
TENNIS DOUBLES 

CHAMPIONSHIP 


By the Associated Press. 

BROOKLINE, Mass., Aug. 30. — 
Baron Gottfried von Cramm and 
Henner Henkel of Germany, be- 
came the first foreigners to win the 
United States doubles tennis cham- 
pionships since 1919 today when 
they dethroned the defending 
titlists, Don Budge and Gene Mako, 
6—4, 7—5, 6—4, at Longwood. 

It was the third clash of the sea- 
son for those two sets of finalists 
and it resulted in the first victory 
the Germans have gained over the 
American stars. 

Budge and Mako first overcame 
Von Cramm and Henkel in a five- 
set final at Wimbledon and they 
came from behind to gain their 
second triumph in the four-set dou- 
bles match in the Davis Cup inter- 
zone final. 

Makos’ inability to hold his serv- 
ice gave the Germans the break 
in each of today’s three sets. He 
was far off his usual game and 
Budge did not appear up to his 
usual high standard when com- 
peting against the powerful vie 
itors. 


Mako’s Errors Costly. 

Mako gave them the first open- 
ing in the initia] set when he er- 
rored away his second service and, 
after Budge and Von Cramm yield- 
ed their deliveries in the second, 
the Los Angeles boy cracked for 
the second time in the tenth game, 
thereby giving the Baron a chance 
to wind it up on his service. 

Budge and Mako pulled into a 
3—0 lead in the third set, by break- 
ing through Henkel in the second 
game, but lanky Donald cracked in 
the fifth, to square matters, and 
Mako tossed away the match when, 
in the seventh game, he dropped 
the fourth of the eight games he 
was called upon to serve during the 
title match. 

The slam-banging Henkel, whose 
service is rated as the most severe 
in amateur tennis, paced his team 
to victory by piling up a total of 
28 earned points, including one ace, 
with his terrific power. Von Cramm 
was credited with 24 earned poitns, 
including a pair of aces, but he held 
his errors to 29’ against 35 for his 
partner. 

Budge was held to 19 earned 
points and forced into 24 errors and 
Mako had 31 miscues and only 10 
placements and three service aces. 

Bad Day for Champions.

‘ The Louis camp was allegedly 
disturbed over the postponement 
because it too them back to 
June of 1936, when the Detroit Ne- 
gro’s bout with Max Sehmeling was 
postponed one day and Louis was 
knocked out. He was the top-heavy 
favorite then over Schmeling, as he 
is now over Farr. 

It is said that the handlers of 
Louis are notable hunch players, 
and they have been worried since 
the fight was set back. But that 
had made no difference to Joe, be- 
cause he probably is not familiar 
with a hunch. He just goes in 
there and throws the dynamite 
which is in both hands, and lets it 
go at that. 

Farr’s past record, including, as 
it does, victories over Max Baer, 
Ben Foord and Walter Neusel, and 
his training for this match does not 
indicate that Tommy will prove a 
formidable opponent for Louis. 

Tommy has won 54 bouts of the 
71 in which he has engaged, 19 by 
knockouts and 35 by decision. He 
has boxed seven draws and has 
been defeated 10 times, although he 
was never knocked out. 

Louis in 36 contests has won 35, 
30 by knockouts, and was stopped 
by Schmeling. 

Challenger Has Fine Left. 

Those watching Farr in training 
have admitted that he has a better 
left hand than anybody that Louis 
has previously met, but his right 
hand, although skillfully delivered, 
lacks the power thought to be nec- 
essary to upset the battle plans of 
Louis and make it possible for Farr 
to win. 

It is said that Louis can’t take 
a right-hand punch to the head and 
that the man who defeats him must 
have that weapon. They point to 
Joe’s fight with Schmeling as proof. 

But he took not one, but a great 
many right hands to the jaw that 
night before folding up and it is 
hardly likely that Farr has any- 
thing like the power in his right 
hand which Schmeling possesses.

The communique said, “Great 
hopes are entertained” concerning 
the agreement with Moscow, adding 
that it might “prove a turning point 
for general improvement of the Far 
Eastern situation.” 

Does Not Call for Military Aid. 

Foreign authorities found nothing 
in the official version of the new 
treaty to support any expectation 
of Russian material or military sup- 
port for China against Japan. 

The Chinese Government an- 
nounced that the treaty with Rus- 
sia follows the general principles of 
the Briand-Kellogg pact of 1928. 

China and the Soviet union, the 
announcement said, reaffirm the 
principles contained in the 1928 
treaty for renunciation of war. 
The two contracting parties once 
more declare that they condemn 
recourse to war for the solution 
of international controversies and 
renounce it as an instrument of na- 
tional policy in relations with each 
other. 

They undertake to refrain from 
aggression against each other, 
either individually or jointly with 
other Powers. In the event that 
either of the contracting parties is 
subjected to aggression on the part 
of one or more “third Powers” the 
other party obligates itself not to 
render assistance of any kind, di- 
rectly or indirectly, to such Powers 
during the conflict and also to re- 
frain from taking action or enter- 
ing into agreements which may be 
utilized by the aggressor to -he dis- 
advantage of the party subject to 
the aggression. 

Provisions Entirely Negative. 

The provisions of the agreement 
are very simple, the announcement 
concluded. They are entirely nega- 


tive, intended merely to maintain 
peace by mutua! ass‘) ‘ances of non- 
aggression and non assistance to 
aggressors. 

The Foreign Ot*'ce communique 
said: 

“Although China today has been 
compelled to use force to resist for- 
eign aggression of the gravest na- 
ture, this does not alter the fact 
that love of peace is a traditional 
trait of the Chinese people. 

“If Japan, as China’s aggressor, 
would awaken to this fact and 
change its national policy, China 
would still be willing to conclude 
with Japan a similar non-aggres- 
sion agreement with a view to pre- 
serving peace in the Far East and 
promoting the welfare of man- 
kind.” 

The treaty is to remain in force 
five years and on expiration of that 
period will be considered automat- 
ically extended for two years un- 
less previously denounced by either 
party. 


Soviet’s Motive Apparently to Guard 
Against Chinese-Japanese Alliance. 


By the Associated Press. 


MOSCOW, Aug. 30.—Diplomatic 
circles interpreted the new Soviet- 
Chinese non-aggression treaty to- 
day as a “precaution” by Russia 
against the possibility of Japan dic- 
tating peace terms to China. They 
expressed belief that Russia's dom- 
inating motive was to extract a 
pledge by the Chinese Government 
to keep out of any alliance with 
Tokio against the Soviet Unicn. 

Foreign observers here viewed the 
agreement as a safeguard for Mos- 
cow, particularly against Chinese 
leaders accepting Japanese  de- 
mands that they fight Communism 
under Japanese control of Chinese 
soil. 

At the same time, they observed, 
the terms would permif Russia to 
fight China; should some puppet 
government under Japanese domi- 
nation attack outer Mongolia, with 
which Russia is allied defensively. 


Japanese Officials in Shanghai Re- 
gard Treaty With Distrust. 
By the Associated Press. 

SHANGHAI, Aug. 30.—Japanese 
officials here said today they sus- 
pected the new Chinese-Russian 
non-aggression pact contained 
secret military clauses which were 
not announced by the two signa- 
tories. 

“Japan regards the pact with dis- 
trust,” said one Japanese diplomat. 
“We have received certain informa- 
tion that Soviet Russia intends to 
provide China with armaments just 
as the Bolshevists supplied Spain. 

“We were informed Aug. 14 that 
Soviet Russia sent 20 Bolshevist 
pilots to join the Chinese air force.” 


was read yesterday from every pul- 
pit in Germany still occupied by a 
Confessional (oppositionist) pastor.

The manifesto, signed by three 
Confessional bishops and 23 Con- 
fessional leaders, was in clear and 
incisive language tuat never be- 
came acrimonious. It began by re- 
calling that the Provisional Evan- 
gelical Church administration, con- 
sisting of the Council of Brethren 
and representatives of all churches 
established on the basis o- pure 
gospel, met at Cassel in early July 
and decided to request that the 
Reich Government discuss directly 
with the church its compla-nts on 
Nazi interference in church af- 
fairs. 

Fight Called Unavoidable. 


Because no reply from the Gov- 
ernment had been received, the 
manifesto continued, the Provi- 
sional Evangelical Church Admin- 
istration had decided now to place 
the issues before the congregations. 
It asserted that the fight being 
waged was shaking the church se- 
verely, but called this fight un- 
avoidable because to evade it 
would mean “disloyalty to God and 
to the people.” 


“While the Geman people have 
succeeded in obtaining political 
unity, they have not yet acquired 
the strength to exterminate free 
thinking,” the manifesto said. 
“There are many people in Ger- 
many who maintain that God ts 
to be found only in nature, and 
that He is in us in the form of 
blood and race, which means that 
the creature is superior to the Cre- 
ator. The same people deny that 
Jesus Christ is the Son of God and 
they dispute His origin, His blood 
and His words. 

“Finally, these Germans insist 
that the Church shall be subordi- 
nate to political authorities, and 
they stigmatize as enemies of the 
State the churches that do not sub- 
ordinate themselves.” 

The manifesto then detailed the | 


infringements by political authori- 


ties which it declared had “pierced 
the church to the quick’’—the re- 
moval of pastors from their posts, 
the interdiction of pastors from 
preaching, the arrests of pastors 
and laymen, the alienation of Ger- 
man youth from the Church and 
the interference in church finances. 
“Nothing remains to the church,” 
the manifesto concluded, “but to 
fulfill faithfully its task to proclaim 
the word of God. The church has 
passed through these sufferings 30 
it may gain fresh strength to pur- 
sue its task. All pastors and mem- 
bers of the church community are 
exhorted to endure faithfully and to 
hold steadfastly to their beliefs.” 


GEOLOGIST’S LATEST THEORY 
ON IDAHO'S SINKING CANYON 


Suggests Break Is Old Fault Some- 
what Similar to One Which 
Caused Earthquakes. 

By the Associated Press. 

BUHL, Idaho, Aug. 30.—A_ uni- 
versity geologist investigating 
Southern Idaho’s sinking canyon, 
injected a new theory today into 
the cause of the disturbance. 

The theory—and it is nothing 
more than that, declared Dr. F. B. 
Laney, geology instructor at the 
University of Idaho—is that the 
break is an old fault somewhat sim- 


ilar to that which caused the San 
Francisco earthquake. The fault 
has slipped, he believes, and caused 
the land above to sink. 

For weeks H. A. Robertson has 
watched six of his farm acres sink 
into the earth. Two canyons, one 
more than 200 feet deep, have been 
formed. Huge cracks split the top- 
soil adjoining the canyons. 

Laney was sent into the region 
by the university and the State Bu- 
reau of Mines. He descended the 
canyon in search of some clew. 

Two other theories are that the 
disturbance is simply a landslide 
and that the ground is faliing into 
a huge subterranean cavity.

DEATH IN RUSSIA 


“‘Rightist Traitors” to Be 
Executed for Collective 


Farm Wrecking Activi- 


ties, Officials Announce. 


TRIALS OF 24 MORE 
MEN BEING HELD 


Thirteen Accused of 
Ruining Stock Breeding 


—Eleven Geor g ians 
Charged With Plots. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Aug. 30.—Death sen- 
tences were handed down today 
against seven confessed “lightist 
traitors” in agriculture, one of them 
a woman manager of a tractor sta- 
tion, for alleged plotting to wreck 
collective farming. 

Two women were executed at 
Leningrad yesterday after a court 
martial convicted them of poison- 
ing food at a children’s home. 

As the “purge” of alleged enemies 


of the regime spread through the 
Leningrad area, the court an- 
nounced that the women had been 
“systematically poisoning food” at 
the children’s home in the village 
of Sosnokaya Poliana, Krasnosesk 
district. 

It was alleged that 12 children, 
ranging in ages from 8 to 1l, were 
poisoned, but prompt medical treat- 
ment saved their lives. 

Death was demanded for 13 men 
in Azov, Black Sea Province, and 
for 11 in Georgia for “ruining stock 
breeding industries” in the regions. 

The 11 put to trial in Georgia 
were accused of plotting an armed 
revolt of shepherds. Some of them 
were charged with taking orders 
from the Georgian Rightist center 
in a scheme to assassinate Soviet 
leaders, wreck industry and dis- 
credit collective farming. 

Murder Plot Confessed. 

One of the defendants confessed 
a plan to kill Laventry Berya, Sec- 
retary of the Communist party in 
Georgia. Part of the plot was said 
to have been placing sick cattle, 
sheep and goats in healthy herds. 

Defendants include the chairman 
of the District Executive Commit- 
tee, the manager of the School 
Eoard, two chairmen of collective 
farms, two agricultural experts, a 
veterinary and the manager of a 
store. 

They were accused of “trying to 
restore capitalism” by depriving the 
City of Leningrad of vegetables and 
discrediting collective farming. 
They were charged with reducing 
vegetable planting by 3,750,000 
acres, failing to rotate crops and 
planting seeds so thickly it was im- 
possible to weed crops. 

The charges also alleged ruin of 
the dairy industry by plowing up 
pastures and the ruin of peasants 
by making them deliver two tons 
of potatoes to the Government for 
every ton of vegetables lacking 
under the farm program. 

It was claimed that the defend- 
ants’ activities over a period of two 
years resulted in a vegetable short- 
age in Leningrad. 

Top-flight officials of the young 
Communist League were shaken 
from their posts for corrupting the 
young generation in drunken de- 
bauches and allowing “enemies of 
the Communist regime to spread 
through the organization.” 

Five secretaries and eight other 
members of the Central Committee 
were replaced. Alexander Kosariev, 
head of the league as its secretary- 
general, was violently denounced 
in Pravda, organ of the Commu- 
nist party. 

Leaders of the Comsomol (Young 
Communist Organization) were 
taken to task for failure to “no- 
tice Trotskyist and Bukharinist 
traitors and spies intent on restor- 
ing capitalism.” 

Kosariev in particular was criti- 
cised in Pravda for “idiotic sick- 
ness” and “political blindness.” Al- 
though Kosariev was not men- 
tioned as being replaced, the vio 
lence of the attack on him was re- 
garded as meaning his disgrace. 

Fascist Influence Charged. 

Pravda said Comsomol _lead- 
ers not only allowed “servants of 
Japanese and German Fascism” to 
oppress workers and peasants with 
the aim of restoring to power 
landowners and capitalists,” but 
“normal Comsomol discipline was 
supplanted by an organization of 
groups around the bottle.” 

The Comsomol Central Commit- 
tee, in announcing the cleanup of 
conditions, condemned “the idea 
of drunken parties and private af- 
fairs for individuals.” 

Leaders were charged with try- 
ing to break down the “Stakhano- 
vite” movement for greater labor 
output and hamper technical train- 
ing by delaying publication of tech- 
nical works. 

Unsatisfactory operation of Com- 
somol restaurants, clubs and cul- 
tural organizations also was men- 
tioned. Disorganization of the sports 
program was blamed on the let- 


down. 


EXPEDITION FINDS 
NEW EVIDENCE OF 
HOME OF ESKIMOS 


Smithsonian Curator Declares 
Definitely That They Came 
From Europe and Asia. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30. — Dr. 
Henry B. Collins of the Smithson- 
ian Institution said today there was 
no doubt the Eskimos of Alaska 
and Canada came from Northern 
Eurasia (Europe and Asia) and 
were perhaps the first North Amer- 
ican immigrants. 

Dr. Collins, Assistant Curator of 
Ethnology, said the expedition 
which he headed last summer to 
St. Lawrence Island discovered new 
evidence that the Eskimos not only 
migrated from Siberia to as far east 
as Greenland but then turned back 
and migrated westward again to 
Alaska. The result was a mixture 
of cultures that puzzled archeolo- 
gists and ethnologists for almost 
100 years. 

Dr. Collins’ most recent study, 
just published by the institution, 
was awarded the gold medal of the 
Royal Academy of Sciences and 
Letters of Denmark last year as the 
outstanding contribution to knowl- 
edge of the origins and migrations 
of the Eskimo. 

He said today that two great cul- 
ture waves undoubtedly came out 
oi Asia, one that of a coast-dwell- 
ing people who obtained their liv- 
ing from the sea, and the other that 
of an inland people who were for- 
est hunters. Traces of both cul- 
tures, mixed and changed, can still 
be found among the Alaska Eski- 
mos. 


FORD HOLDS SCHOOL SYSTEM 
RESPONSIBLE FOR FARM ILLS 


Suggests Education be Made Prac- 
tical Under Teachers Experienced 
in Ways and Jobs of Life. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 30.—Henry 
Ford thinks the educational system 
is responsible for farming prob- 
lems. 

“Washed-out land and farmed-out 
land are a reflection on the quality 
of local schools,” he said in an in- 
terview published in the Country 
Home Magazine. 

“If you are interested in solving 
the farm problem, go first to your 
common schools. Demand that they 
be made practical. Stop this cost- 
ly practice of hiring girls just out 
of college, with no practical experi- 
ence, as teachers. Insist that the 
teachers be experienced in the ways 
and jobs of life. 

“When school boards and parents 
say they cannot afford to educate 
their children in practical tasks, I 
answer that they cannot afford not 
to do it. The cost of having a lot 
of untrained adults around is far 
more than it would cost to train 
those adults when they were chil- 
dren.” 


JAPAN BUILDING SECOND 
HUGE WHALING VESSEL 


To Use $4,000,000 Ship in Attempt to 
Get Share of Whale Oil 
Business. 

OSAKA, Japan, Aug. 30.—Deter- 
mined to get a share of the whal- 
ing business now virtually monop- 
olized by the British and Norweg- 
ians, Japan is building a second 
32,000-ton whaling tender. Called 
the Daisan Tonan Maru, it is a 
sister ship to the Daini Tonau 

Maru. 

The cost of the new ship and 
its eight “catcher-boats” will ex- 
ceed $4,000,000. It will be equipped 
with 40 500-ton whale-oil tanks 
which will enable the ship, in event 
of war, to be converted into a 
petroleum tanker. 

The vessel is 554 feet long, 74 
feet wide, and has a draught of 
57 feet. In its construction 9800 
tons of steel are being used. 


TREASURY TO SEEK $450,000 
TO EMPLOY 100 MORE AGENTS 


Additional Help Needed to Check 
Increased Number of Tax 
Returns. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.--The 
Treasury iid today it probably 
would ask Congress in January for 
at least $450,000 to employ more 
than 100 new agents to investigate 
thousands of additional tax returns. 
The force of 3000 now available 
was said to be insufficient. 

Employment of 750 new agents 
two years ago brought the Treas- 
ury additional revenv of $80,000,- 
000, it was said. 

The last Congress provided funds 
for employment of about 100 addi- 
tional agents, but officers said that 
many more now are needed.

SEATTLE, Wash., Aug. 30.—Be- 
cause it didn’t snow enough last 
winter, crops were smaller _ this 
summer in the Federal Govern- 
ment’s Matanuska Valley colony in 


A‘aska. 

“Snow and frost supply the wa- 
ter for our crops, and when there’s 
not enough snow there’s not enough 
water,” explained Colonist Dave 
Onkka, formerly of Ontonagon 
Ccunty, Michigan, who was here to- 
day on a trip. 

“But we're not worried,” he de- 
clared. “Colonists concentrated on 
livestock, poultry and dairy prod- 
ucts, which eventually will be our 
main business.” 

An error involving a Government 
purchase of red Russian winter 
wheat instead of spring wheat also 
contributed to the crop decrease, 
Onkka said. He added: 

“We have a wide variety of vege- 
tables this year. Some f the val- 
ley’s black, rich loam produced ex- 
cellent barley this year—some yield- 
ing 22 bushels to the acre. 

“Yes, I have a farm—40 acres, 
and, what is more, I like it. I have 
never been as well satisfied any 
place I have lived. I don’t have 
dust storms, I don’t have to dig 
200 feet for water to drink, I don't 
have to build irrigation ditches to 
get water to make things grow. 
Everything grows well, in spite of 
lack of snow and frost. 

“There are now 180 families in 
the colony, and many families who 
were there before we came. There 
have been irritations and petty an- 
noyances in the colony, but the 
cauldron won't boil over.” 


BRITAIN RECRUITS OLDER MEN 


Age Limit Increased to 28 for All 
Combatant Units. 


LONDON, Aug. 30.—The War Of- 
fice announced today it had in- 
creased the age limit three years 
for recruits for all army combatant 
units, thus making more men elig- 
ible for enlistment.

Sales Tax and the Utilities.

of Congress, the voting was, with few exceptions, 
along party lines. The revolt in the Senate on the 
President’s Supreme Court bill and such other defec- 
tions only proved the rule of loyalty to the party. 

On virtually every issue voted upon during the 
session, the top-heavy Democratic majority and the 
negligible Republican minority split sharply. A 
check of the roll calls shows that repassage over 
Mr. Roosevelt’s veto of the farm loan interest bill 
was one of the very few contested issues on which 
majorities of both parties in both chambers lined 
up together. 7 

How did members of the Missouri delegation 
perform? Was there in this State’s representation 
any show of independence worth noticing? 

Senator Clark and Senator Truman split on lim- 
iting the R F C extension to one year, Clark being 
on the losing side, as extension to June 30, 1939, was 
approved. Both voted against the defeated bill for 
a general limitation on tariff cuts and the subsequent- 
ly defeated bill for a limitation on farm tariff cuts. 
Both voted for the approved three-year extension of 
the President’s authority to enter into reciprocal 
trade agreements with foreign governments. 

Clark and Truman split again on the court-pack- 
ing bill, Clark being one of the leading opponents and 
Truman one of the 18 Democrats who stood by the 
President even on the motion to send the bill back 
to committee. Both voted for the act according 
Supreme Court Justices retirement privileges of other 
Judges, and both voted against recommitting the 
Black appointment and then for Justice Black’s con- 
firmation. 

Clark was one of the 11 to vote against the naval 
appropriation bill and one of the 15 to oppose the 
conference report on the neutrality bill. Truman was 
not recorded on the former and voted far the latter.

Although no two of the 13 House members of the 
Missouri delegation have identical voting records in 
the session, their record on the whole is one of al- 
legiance to party point of view. All voted for the 
reciprocal tariff extension except Short, the lone Re- 
publican, and Shannon, who was not recorded. All 
voted for the Supreme Court retirement bill except 
Short, Shannon and Wood, the second and third be- 
ing unrecorded. All voted against or were announced 
against the peacetime munitions embargo except An- 
derson, who voted for it, and Short, paired for it. 

All voted for the bill for $1,500,000,000 for relief 
in 1938 except Short, opposed, and Cannon, not re- 
corded. All voted for the administration’s depart- 
mental reorganization bill except the same two. 
All voted for the Wagner housing bill except Short, 
opposed, and Nelson, unrecorded. Only Cochran sus- 
tained the President’s veto of the bill to continue low 
farm loan interest rates, but Hennings was not re- 
corded. All voted to extend the nuisance taxes ex- 
cept Nelson and Short, opposed, and Shannon and 
Zimmerman, unrecorded. 

On the other important roll calls, Missouri’s House 
members voted as follows: 

Anti-lynching bill—For, Cochran, Anderson, Hen- 
nings, Short and Shannon; against, Romjue, Nelson, 
Duncan, Williams, Cannon and Zimmerman; not re- 
corded, Bell and Wood. 

Repeal corporate salary publicity—For, Anderson, 
Hennings and Bell; against, Cochran, Zimmerman, 
Williams, Wood, Nelson and Romjue; not recorded, 
Duncan, Shannon, Short and Cannon. 

Income tax for members of Congress—For, Cannon 
and Nelson; against, Cochran, Anderson, Romjue, 
Duncan, Wood, Short and Williams; not recorded, 
Hennings, Bell, Shannon and Zimmerman. 

Exemptions from civil service for new Federal em- 
ployes—For, Anderson, Zimmerman, Cannon, Wil- 
liams, Bell, Duncan and Nelson; against, Cochran 
and Short; unrecorded, Hennings, Romjue, Shannon 
and Wood. 

Aside from the general observation made at the 
outset, the delegation’s record is not subject to sharp- 
ly defined analysis. Each man’s record will need to be 
reviewed by the voter in terms of his own convic- 
tions. In the Senate, Bennett Clark’s performance 
reflects a spirit of independence. In the House, where 
many members duck embarrassing votes, Cochran, 
Anderson and Williams made a point of being in 
their seats and voting on every important roll call. 
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UNFINISHED BUSINESS. 

By the terms of the postponement, the proposed 
anti-lynching legislation was granted preferred status 
in the next session of Congress. The Wheeler-John- 
son child labor bill was not so favored, but its prompt 
reconsideration should be an item of first business 
either at the regular session, convening next January, 
or a special session, which the President is said to 
be considering for fall. This double-barreled attack 
on the exploitation of children in industry and large- 
scale agriculture passed the Senate without opposi- 
tion in the closing hours of the last session, only 
to be caught in the jam in the House. Unquestion- 
ably, it would have been passed and sent to the 
President had there been several more days before 
adjournment. 

In any event, the enactment of Federal child labor 
legislation remains unfinished business that cannot 
be finished too soon.

SLAUGHTER OF THE PINES. 

Secretary Ickes was roused to wrath the other day, 
and it was righteous wrath. The spectacle that so 
moved him was that of logging crews at work in a 
7200-acre tract of rare sugar pines adjoining Yellow- 
Stone Park, slashing and felling these magnificent 
trees, some 240 feet tall and described as unequaled 
anywhere, althought Congress and the President had 
taken steps to preserve them. A bill was passed July 
2 to purchase the tract for addition to the park. But 
because the appropriation was delayed, the logging 
company continued its operations at top speed, heed- 
less of requests by the Nationa] Park Service to stay 
its axes and saws. 

To Mr. Ickes, this was “the conservation crimes of 
the nineteenth century repeated.” He was bitter over 
the fact that “a commercial interest, to which the

journment, the Senate agreed to a conference report 
approving the deficiency-bill item of $2,005,000 for 
purchase of the tract.

But the epi- 
sode proves that, although public lethargy on con- 
servation has been overcome, there is still need, in 
the movement to preserve the country’s natural re- 
sources, to fight continually the ruthless greed of pri- 
vate interests. 
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PURPOSE OF THE NAZI CAMPS. 

On request of Attorney-General Cummings, the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation began an inquiry 
last week into the activities of Nazi camps in the 
United States. It is “really more of a check-up than 
a forma! investigation,” Mr. Cummings says, but the 
findings should afford valuable information for guid- 
ing public opinion, whether or not any action can be 
taken by the Government. 

Under our democratic system, members of these 
camps are free to heil Hitler and salute the swastika 
to their heart’s content, if that is all they do. There 
is no law to prevent their making fools of them- 
selves and earning the contempt or pity of the com- 
munity in which they reside. 

What, precisely, is the purpose of these camps and 
clubs? Their leaders, in St. Louis and elsewhere, 
deny that they have any connection with the German 
Nazis and insist their objectives are only cultural 
and recreational. 

The Nazis at home have a different idea. An 
article in the Stuttgart Kurier, party organ in that 
city, is quoted by a New York Times correspondent 
as setting forth the following program for the 
“American Nazi” movement: 


We desire to bring back the Germans in the 
United States to the racial unity and common 
faith of all Germans. To this end, the intellectual 
and spiritual reform of Americans of German 
extraction is necessary in accord with the model 
furnished by the old homeland. 

When we have attained this goal, we will then 
organize German-Americans for spiritual regen- 
eration, economic support and political schooling. 

German-American influence, thus economically 
strengthened and politically reactivated, shall 
then be thrown in the balance under our leader- 
ship for the coming struggle with Communism 
and Jews and for the Americans’ regeneration. 

These German-Americans are today prepared 
to enlist in the final struggle and take their 
place in America’s political life while preserving 
their German Weltanschauung and racial] char- 
acter in order to exercise a determining influ- 
ence on the new America. 


This is frank, and it is official. The statement 
leaves the American spokesmen, with their avowals 
of innocent purposes, condemned as dishonest or de- 
luded. The outline of purposes means an attempt 
by alien forces to influence American institutions, 
and to implant bigotry and intolerance here. 

It is a statement that should give first aid to the 
G-men in their survey of these activities, 
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BEEF AND DIPLOMACY. 

In criticising the quarantine of the United States 
against Argentine beef, in his speech in St. Louis 
last week, Dr. William E. Dunn of the Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce placed his finger on 
one of the sore spots of Pan-American diplomatic re- 
lations. 

Argentina, the chief political antagonist of the 
United States in South America, has been particu- 
larly bitter over the reflection which the quarantine 
casts upon her whole cattle industry. 

The Hawley-Smoot Tariff Act of 1930 provided 
that the agricultural products of an entire nation 
might be excluded if contagious animal or plant dis- 


eases existed in any part of it. Thus, although the'| 


hoof-and-mouth disease is only periodically prevalent 
in certain of the Argentine provinces, all the meat 
exports of the country have been banned. 

Secretary Hull and Argentine Ambassador BEspil 
signed a treaty in 1935 which provided for a fairer 
and more scientific means of enforcing the sanitary 
regulations in regard to beef imports. But despite 
all the efforts of Secretary Hull and President Roose- 
velt, the Senate Agriculture Committee, several of 
whose members are from cattle-growing states, has 
kept the treaty from being ratified. 

Since Argentina, the arbiter of South American 
diplomacy, gives equal weight to protecting her beef 


exports and excluding war from the Western Hemi- | 


sphere, the deadlock on the Hull-Espil Convention 
threatens the whole good-neighbor policy of the 
United States. 

Failure to ratify the Hull-Espil Treaty is a mistake 
which the Senate should correct when Congress re- 
convenes. 
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OPINION BY FORMER JUSTICE VAN DEVANTER. 

The discussion as to whether or not the retirement 
of Willis Van Devanter in June created a Supreme 
Court vacancy has been revived by the former Jus- 
tice’s announcement at Marion, Ind., his birthplace, 
that he “would be glad to continue his service to the 
public by accepting an assignment in some Federal 
circuit.” 

This suggests the question: What does Mr. 
Van Devanter think of the argument of Senator 
Borah and others that his retirement did not create 
a vacancy and that with the confirmation of Justice 
Black, the Supreme Court actually has a member- 
ship of 10. As the former Justice is known as an 
authority on procedural points, his opinion is worth 
having. 

Well, he feels very definitely that his retirement 
created a vacancy and has told intimates precisely 
that, it is reported. He feels, moreover, that the 
passage of the Sumners-McCarran Act, guaranteeing 
retiring Supreme Court Justices the rights and privi- 
leges accorded to other Judges, did not increase the 
emoluments of Supreme Court Justices and that the 
law, therefore, is no bar to the appointment of mem- 
bers of Congress who voted for it. To support the 
latter contention, Mr. Van Devanter cites the 1919 
Judiciary Act, providing for retirement of Circuit 
and District Judges, some of whose seats were later 
filled by members of Congress who voted for the law. 

As for Senator Borah’s point, he might have found 
the answer in the pertinent text of the Retirement 
Act, which reads in part: 

Justices of the Supreme Court are hereby 
granted the same rights and privileges with re- 
gard to retiring, instead of resigning, granted to 
Judges other than Justices of the Supreme Court. 
... And the President shall be authorized to ap- 
point a successor to any such Justice of the Su- 


preme Court so retiring from regular active ser- 
vice on the bench,

Dare Science Say ‘‘Never’’? 


Edison had no hopes for wireless, and Kelvin “proved” airplane was impossible, writer 
says; thinks frequency of success, despite learned scoffers, should restrain scientists 
from defeatist attitude; urges open mind even on dreams now ridiculed by the 
orthodox, such as interplanetary flight, rocket plane and smashing of the atom.

T is surprising to find how many emi- 
J pene men of science, distinguished dis- 

coverers and inventors, men of open 
minds and far vision, have put themselves 
on record in some stultifying expression of 
pessimism. 

Even Edison was not free of this myopia. 
In 1906, when wireless telegraphy was op- 
erating in a feeble way, he was asked, “What 
is the outlook for wireless telephony?” 

The great innovator answered, “It does 
not exist.” 

Equally eminent authorities voted against 
the airplane. Lord Kelvin, whose adventur- 
ous science made the trans-Atlantic cable 
a reality after several practical men had 
botched the job, was quite certain that a 
flying machine was a physical impossibility. 
He proved it to his own satisfaction by the 
laws of physics. 

Kelvin’s pronountement was seconded in 
America by the eminent mathematician, 
Simon Newcomb, chief astronomer at the 
Naval Observatory. Just as ostriches and 
other birds above a certain weight do not 
fly, so machines above a certain avoirdu- 
pois would be incapable of lifting themselves 
in sustained flight. Newcomb suggested that 
if successful airplanes were attained, they 
must of necessity be small, lightweight 
mechanisms like watches. 

“If the watchmaker can make a machine 
which will fly through the room, then, by 
combining 10,000 such machines, he may be 
able to carry a man,” ventured Newcomb.

Since these authorities failed so widely in 
their estimates of what could be managed 
within the law of nature, we need not take 
too seriously the shrugs with which some 
present-day authorities react to the mention 
of other human dreams. 

There is very much alive today, for ex- 
ample, the dream of interplanetary flight. 
The problems involved are beyond those of 
aeronautics, just as the problems of tele- 
phony were beyond those of telegraphy— 
but the lessons of successful aerial flight 
are giving pointers and hints and warnings 
and guides to a future technique of space 
navigation which the specialists have named 
“astronautics.” 

Astronautics has its laboratories, usually 
isolated fields, where open-air experiments 
may be performed without attracting on- 
lookers or endangering the lives of outsid- 
ers. It has its technical journals, its tech- 
nical societies, student clubs and ardent 
amateurs, both participants and backers. 

A space-ship cannot be just an enlarged 
airplane or a multiplication of planes. Since 
it must leave the atmosphere and navigate 
the vacuum of interplanetary space, it can- 
not depend on propeller, rudder and other 
air-minded devices, but must substitute some 
entirely different principle of propulsion and 
steering. 

When I mentioned the rocket to a pro- 
fessor of aeronautics seven years ago, he 
laughed. “Are you asking me to discuss the 
rocket as a practical power device?” 

Why not? The steam engine, the dynamo 
and the gasoline motor were feeble toys 
once. Each had to advance from infantile 
beginnings through step after step of ex- 
periment and improvement before the pres- 
ent different types were attained. Rocket re- 
search is occupying the time of a few pio- 
neering physicists today. In another seven 


years, we may look for courses in rocket 
engineering in some of the more progres- 
sive schools. 

Perhaps the problem will not be solved 
until some entirely new fuel is obtained— 
something that is able to release a maximum 
of energy from a minimum weight of mate- 
rial, and to release it under the control of 
man. Even when oxygen is delivered to 
the gasoline or other combustive in con- 
centrated liquid form, as in the rocket ex- 
periments, the energy released as a result 
of the burning is only an infinitesimal frac- 
tion of the energy resident in these liquids. 
Scientists call this resident energy atomic 
energy. This is the energy of matter itself, 
compared with which the chemical energy 
of combustion is quite trivial. 

s s « 


If we use a pound of gasoline in the best 
interna] combustion engine of today, we 
get about one kilowatt-hour of energy. But 
if, instead of merely exploding the gasoline, 
we were able to convert the mass of all 
its atoms into energy, so that there would 
be no exhaust gases, no residue or waste of 
any kind, but complete transformation of 
matter into energy, calculation shows that 
the yield from the pound of gasoline would 
be 11,300,000,000 kilowatt-hours. 

There can be no more compact storage 
than this arrangement of atomic energy. If 
our power requirements were 1000 kilowatts 
per hour continuously, or 24,000 a day, our 
one pound of material would provide fuel 
sufficient for more than 1200 years. Nor is 
it only gasoline that packs this tremendous 
load of energy. A pound of air, a pound of 
sand, everything, contains the same. 

If we find a way to release and control 
only a small percentage of this resource, all 
present practices of power production be- 
come obsolete. Each household, each indi- 
vidual, each machine, will have an inex- 
haustible source of energy always at hand, 
and. central generating plants and transmis- 
sion lines will be superfluous,

I must add the caution of certain eminent 
authorities. There are those today who say 
that this dream is completely wild, who 
point out that more energy is required to 
smash atoms than is released from the few 
that get smashed, and that therefore hope of 
atomic energy as an economic source of 
power is futile, never to be attained. 

Can a scientist afford to use the word 
“never” in a serious sense? I doubt it. Re- 
membering what happened to the forecasts 
of Newcomb, Kelvin and Edison, and to 
other pessimistic prognostications of learned 
experts of earlier generations; seeing how 
adaptable is nature and marking what the 
techniques of man have accomplished within 
her iron law, I object to the recognition of 
any “Never, Never Land” of science. 

The important rule to remember is that 
science predominantly is positive, progres- 
sive, affirmative— and that a negative at- 
titude has been so often discredited in the 
history of its various techniques that nega- 
tivism is no longer to be taken seriously. 

The conquest of matter, the conquest of 
space, the conquest of aging, evén the con- 
quest of death—who wouid dare write 
“never” to a one of these dreams? The least 
difficult may require the efforts of genera- 
tions of experimenters yet unborn, but na- 
ture must yield if man perseveres,

HE major sources from which both Fed- 
eral and state governments derive their 
income are eight taxes, according to the 
study made by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission on conflicting taxation: person- 
al income and corporation taxes, inheritance 
and estate taxes, amusement, tobacco, alco 
holic beverage and gasoline taxes. 

. In all these, there is considerable ovrelap- 
ping or duplicated taxation by the two major 
governments, and in many cases lower gov- 
ernment levels exact similar tolls. But this 
is only the beginning of the duplicating and 
overlapping taxes which have accumulated 
to plague the individual taxpayer in the 
much too complicated and certainly much 
too expensive support of our many taxing 
agencies. 

The Council of State Governments has 
been working on the problem for several 
years and has now created an in 
| committee which will attempt to formulate 
a plan. Setting up a theory ought not to be 
difficult. Applying this practically will be 
another matter. 

For not all the duplicating tax agencies are 
natural, and all, natural or artificial, have 
built up a horde of tax-eaters, living off the 
mechanism created by their jobs. Many may 
be efficient in-their work, though the system 
itself is extraordinarily complicated, unnee 
essary and inefficient. 

The work of the council and its new com 
mittee is in itself a healthy sign of the ta* 
payers’ revolt, the only revolution that is 
based on common sense and that can accom 
plish constructive results. The Council of 
State Governments is wisely taking the lead 
in the movement to bring order out of chaos 

The most important program before this 
country is permanent simplification of thé 
tax system so that the capacity of our ta 
resources is fully understood and is not 
abused.

DR. CHARLES THWING, 
NOTED EDUCATOR. DES 


President Emeritus of Western 
Reserve U. Succumbs in 
Cleveland at 83 


By the Associated Press. 

CLEVELAND, Aug. 30. — Dr. 
Charles Franklin Thwing, presi- 
dent emeritus of Western Reserve 
University, died yesterday at his 
home here. He had been in failing 
health several years. He was 83 
years old. 

Dr. Thwing was widely known as 
an author, lecturer and educator. 
Before coming to Cleveland he was 
pastor of the North Avenue Church 
in Cambridge, Mass., and of Plym- 
outh Church in ~ ‘nneapolis. He is 
survived by three daughters. 

Dr. Thwing left a New England 
Congregational pulpit at 37 to build 
up Western Reserve University 
from a_ struggling Northern Ohio 
college and to use a gifted pen in 
the uplift of education. 

For 31 years he administered 
the academic affairs of Western 
Reserve, retiring in 1921, not be- 
cause he considered himself un- 
able to continue, but “because it is 
not given to any man to bridge suc- 
cessfully two generations.” 

He was born at New Sharon, Me., 
Nov. 9, 1853, was graduated from 
Harvard in 1876 and Andover Theo- 
logical Seminary in 1879. An  or- 
dained Congregational minister, he 
served in the pulpit 11 years before 
going to Cleveland as president of 
Western Reserve College. 

e was perhaps among the last 
of the “personal” presidents of 
American universities. As active 
head of the school and, after his 
retirement, as president emeritus, 
Dr. Thwing was at any time like- 
ly to hear a sophomoric hail of 
“Hi! prexy!” as he crossed the 
campus. 

He wrote nearly half a hundred 
books. In the list were “Letters of 
a Father to His Son, Entering Col- 
lege,” and a companion work of 
letters to a daughter. Other widely 
known works were “Education and 
Religion” and “Guides, Philosophers 
and Friends.” 

A year after his retirement Dr. 
Thwing went to South America to 
study the educational system there. 
In 1922 also he was elected na- 
tional president of Phi Beta Kappa, 
honorary scholastic fraternity, serv- 
ing three years. In 1931 he was 
elected a life senator of the or- 
ganization. 

Dr. Thwing was twice married. 
His first wife, nee Carrie F. Butler, 
to whom he was wed in September, 
1879, died in April 1898. Their chil- 
dren were Mary Butler Thwing 
(Mrs. J. M. Shallenberger); Francis 
Wendell Butler-Thwing and Apphia 
(Mrs. Roy K. Hack). In December, 
1906, Dr. Thwing was married to 
Mary Gardiner Dunning. 

Classicism, as stern and stark as 
the letters upon which it was found- 
ed, formed the nucleus of Dr. 
Thwing’s academic beliefs. His 
often expressed opinion was that 
there could be no substitute, how- 
ever modern, for Greek and Latin.

Born in Veroli, March 20, 1856, 
he studied in the Tivoli College and 
then at Capranica College, Rome. 
From there he passed to the Aca- 
demy of the Ecclesiastical Nobles, 
where he was graduated in philoso- 
phy and theology. 

In 1884, Pope Leo XIII made the 
young priest his secret chamber- 
lain, a position which Father Bis- 
leti held for 16 years. Then he be- 
came master of the chamber. 

When Leo XIII celebrated his 
golden jubilee, Father Bisleti han- 
dled the thousands of pilgrims who 
came from all parts of the world to 
see the Pope. 

When Pius X ascended the papal 
throne, he promoted the priest to 
the position of majordomo, but let 
him also retain the duties of Mas- 
ter of the Chamber. Monsignor Bis- 
leti held these positions until Nov. 
17, 1911, when he was created Car- 
dinal-Deacon. 

Pope Benedict XV on Nov. 4, 1915, 
created a new ecclesiastical con- 
gregation to oversee the seminaries, 
and gave Cardinal Bisleti the di- 
rection of it. The next year Car 
dinal Bisleti became dean of the 
Cardinal-Deacops, 

In 1928 he became a Cardinal- 
Priest. Great festivities were held 
in 1929 when he celebrated the fif- 
tieth anniversary of his ordination.

Government Shifts Strategy. 


The Government command has 
apparently shifted the strategy that 
marked the recent sanguinary 
battles on the Aragon front.
